The utterly selfish and sectional view 
of the British Columbia government with 
regard to the route of the Trans-Canada 
Highway only emphasizes the imperative 
need for a federal commission of experts 
to choose a route on the basis of national 
requirements. 

The Edmonton Bulletin has pointed out 
from the beginning that if the course of 
the highway were left to the provinces, 
sectional pressure could dictate a series of 
choices which could very easily make con- 
struction expensive or even impossible 
and which would not necessarily conform 
with the national interest. 

That forecast seems to be borne out 
in the present situation. 

The merits and advantages of the 
Yellowhead route are so obvious that only 
strong parochial bias would venture to 
deny them. 

It will serve a greater population than 
any other route and run through four 
national and five provincial parks. 

It will pass through many wooded 


Riddle of Reduced 


The roar of protest that has followed 
the announcement of the Canadian Na- 
tional Railway that services will be re- 
duced by 25 per cent because coal strikes 
in the United States have created a Cana- 


dian shortage of that fuel are based on a 
very simple fact. 

They are based on the fact that no 
shortage of coal can possibly effect rail- 
Way operation in Alberta because Alberta 
has an ample and even a surplus supply of 
coal. 

Therefore the matter of curtailed rail- 
Way service in this part of the country 
reduces itself to a riddle that no one can 
possibly understand. 

There is the further fact that Alberta 
is an important oil producing province 
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areas with a minimum of wind and dust. 

It can be kept open the year around 
because it has the lowest elevation and the 
least snowfall of all three routes, 

It will cost less per mile to build and 
maintain for the same reasons. 

It is the only route connecting with the 
Alaska HighWay, the Canadian tourist 
attraction most widely publicized through- 
out the United States, 

It is the only route capable of provid- 
ing adequately and effectively for the de- 
fence requirements of Canada. 

Therefore, economy, utility, attractive- 
ness, tourist appeal and military necessity 
all combine t# make the Yellowhead route 
the logical and inevitable choice from the 
standpoint of national requirements. 

But British Columbia rejects it because 
it will not put the most dollars in British 
Columbia pockets, 

Surely this fact makes the argument 
for a choice by a committee of experts, 
unprejudiced by sectional demands, over- 
whelming and unanswerable.

Miracles of Miraculous Jesus Christ 


The gospel passage commonly read on 
the second Sunday after the Epiphany is 
that which begins the second chapter of 
St. John and tells of Christ’s first recorded 
miracle at the marriage feast in Cana of 
Galilee. 

The story is simple and factual. 

Jesus and His disciples were invited to 
a wedding. During the feast, the wine ran 
out. And seeing that His host was hurt 
and embarrassed by this accident, Jesus 
changed water into wine. 

Now this and all other miracles of 
Christ have been attacked by the human- 
ists on the ground that it is not necessary 
to believe that these suspensions of 
natural law occurred because the miracles 
add nothing to the teaching of Christ. 

The miracles may have added nothing 
to His teaching. But they add a great deal 
to His revelation of Himself which was 
@ revelation of God. 

Indeed one must accept the miracles as 
one accepts Christ. And to reject the 
miracles is to reject Christ. For His life 
Was essentially a miraculous life and 
miracle is inseparable from it.

Improper Rental 


Increases Tried 


Whether by accident or design, 
there are some landlords who are 
attempting to secure improper 
rentai increases, 

In part, this is the responsibilli- 
ty of the tenant, because if he 
will not take the trouble to as- 
certain what the new rental order 
provides, he is responsible if 
charged an improper amount. 

One important point is that the 
tenant must receive proper notice 
of the increase. 

In the case of lodging, this 
notice must be as long a notice 
as “is prescribed by. the law of 
the province in which the lodging 
ds situated for the giving of a 
notice to vacate.” That means 
a month’s notice in some cases 
and in cases where there is only 
a weekly tenaney, it has been 
held to mean only a week's 
notice. 

But the general rule in the case 
of a monthly tenancy is that a 
month's notice must be given, 

However, it must also be 4 
month's notice in the sense of 
being a full month of the ten- 
ancy. 

For example: If your tenancy 
runs from the first to the end of 
the calendar month, then the 
notice to increase rent should be 
given before the end of the 
month if it is to become effective 
after the end of the next month. 

If such a notice was not given 
before January 1, the rent could 
not be inereased before February 
1. If the notice was not given 
until January 2, the increase 
would not become effective until 
March 1. 


Advice Should 
Always Be Sought 


That is only one {llustration. 
Each case should be considered 
by someone able to advise you, 
if there is any doubt. Some land- 
lords have tried to give a notice 
of only a few days, or less than a 
month, or less than the month of 
the tenancy, and, if these notices 
are accepted without question, 
some tenant Js going to pay be- 
fore he should, 

In the case of the self-contain- 
ed dwelling which includes self- 
contained suits the rent cannot 
be increased unless the landlord 
offers a lease of not less than one 
year at the increased rent. He 
must, of course, also give the 
necessary length of notice before 
even this can be effective,

That is not correct, 

Under the new regulation, 
where there is a lease for a term- 
certain—which means any lease 
renting you premises for a stipu- 
lated number of months, weeks 
or years-—the landlord may giva 
a notice that the rent is to be 
increased, but that increase can- 
not take effect until after the 
present lease runs out, 

Thus, a tenant who holds a 
lease on a suite for a year is en- 
titled to remain in those premises 
at the rent specified in that lease 
until the end of that year, After 
that the rent can be raised, but 
not before. 

There ate many other provi- 
sions affecting rents and I would 
only confuse the issue by trying 
to generalize. In fact the illustra- 
tions given are simply to point 
out some of the possibilities in 
the hope that tenants will be on 
their guard. 


Misleading Angle 
To Rental Boosts 


What makes this latest rental 
matter misleading 1s that, under 
the regulations, the notices must 
be made out on the forms provid- 
ed by the Rental Board, 

Thus, when a tenant receives 
an official-looking form notice, 
there is a tendency to assume 
that it is completely proper and 
effective and because of this 
there is a tendency to accept 
everything without question, 

The fact is that regardless of 
what the notice may say, ifethe 
landlord has not complied with 
the new regulations with regard 
to terms, that notice may not be 
valid and possibly should be 
ignored, 

Again, tt ls a mistake to jump 
to conclusions because if you ig- 
nored it when you should have 
done something about it, you 
might find yourself in a position 
where you could be evicted. 

By complying strictly with the 
regulations, landlords can obtain 
the specific advantages which the 
new regulations have given them. 
That is why they are entitled to 
obtain and nothing more. Thus 
any tenant who Is not absolutely 
certaln of his position should 
find out from the Rental Board 
and thereby avoid increases 
which are improperly demanded.

MINIMUM HEADROOM 
Headroom of at least 6’ 4” must 
be provided on all stairs, measured 
vertically from nosing of the tread.
